WHAT IT TELLS 


Home—furnishing or "Own Your Own Room" clubs, 
as they are more commonly known in some sections, 
contribute to the comfort and beauty of the home, 
and create a fuller appreciation of farm life among 
rural people by making country life more attractive 
and comfortable, 

Girls, expecially of high school age, are in- 
terested in having rooms of their own which they may 
furnish as they like, where they may arrange Es 


possessions, and to which they may invite their 
friends. During the past few years, girls all-over 
the country have awakened to the possibilities of 
providing such conditions through their own efforts. 
In some States, club girls who have improved their 
own rooms to their satisfaction, are now, in coopera- 
tion with their mothers, improving the living room 
and kitchen of the farm home, with the materials at 
hand, at a small cost. és : 

The club demonstrations conducted by farm 
girts include the arrangement and selection of fur- 
niture, the selection of wall and floor coverings, 
the Se eee 1ing of walls and floors, the’ reriovat ion 
of furniture, as well as the erehase. of materials 
and the making of household furnis shings.

its relation to other pieces, and the choosing and ~ 
hanging of pictures, 

Many girls realizing the vossibilities of their 
rooms, take delight in actually. doing all of the work 
in improving them. They have tackled the job of paint-— 
ing the walls or papering them, repairing and refinish- 
ing flocrs and woodwork, and Penovatine furniture, 

In home-furnishing club work, girls learn that their 
rooms should fit their needs. The athletic girl, the 
quiet homey girl and the vivacious type, with their 
choice of practical, oldfashioned and fluffy ruffly 
furnishings reflecting their different personalities , 
make a very attrative exhibit, which not only in- 
creases the member's powers of observation but makes 
them quick to detect errors in their own work.
